RULES CHANGE PROPOSED 
Proposed Vatican rules for Catholic colleges 
and universities are a threat to academic 
freedom and to university funding and should 
be substantially revised, if not scrapped 
altogether, the heads of 110 U.S. Catholic 
colleges and universities have told the Vatican. 
The educators’ views are contained in a 
synthesis of responses from Catholic college 
presidents to the norms, which were written 
and distributed last year by the Vatican 
Congregation for Catholic Education. The 
synthesis was prepared by the Association of 
Catholic Colleges and Universities and sent to 
the education congregation in February. 


DIFFICULT DIALOGUE News- 
paper advertisements on the abortion debate 
“‘tend to politicize the Church, creating a 
climate that makes rational dialogue difficult, 
if not impossible,’’ said Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago. The cardinal, in his 
weekly column in The Chicago Catholic, arch- 
diocesan newspaper, was commenting on the 
full page ad in The New York Times March 2 
headlined “‘Declaration of Solidarity.’’ The ad 
proclaimed support for the 97 Catholic signers 
of a 1984 ad in The Times, which argued that 
there is more than one legitimate Catholic 
position on abortion. Cardinal Bernardin said 
an ‘‘important new element’’ in the follow-up 
ad was ‘‘the acknowledgement that the signers 
of the first ad were ‘dissenting’ from official 
church teaching.”’ 


COMPETITION IMPEDES — A sense 
of competition between priests and nuns for 
ministries is one of the tensions impeding the 
Church’s work, a U.S. nun told Religious and 
Vatican officials. ‘‘Collaboration, not 
competition, is the call of our times,’’ said 
Divine Providence Sister Charlene Wedelich 
at the 20th assembly of the U.S. Conference of 
Vicars for Religious. ‘‘Religious do not want 
to compete with the clergy but to collaborate 
with them, to free them for priestly functions, 
which only they can perform,’’ she said. 
However, Sister Wedelich said, ‘‘we lack skills 
for collaborative, team ministry.’’? She also 
spoke of stresses related to sex and, in the 
United States, living in a democratic society 
while serving a hierarchical church.

DEFENSE RESTS — The defense in the 
smuggling conspiracy trial of i1 sanctuary 
movement workers rested its case March 14 
without presenting any witnesses because ‘‘the 
prosecution presented our case,’’ said attorney 
Robert Hirsch. James Rayburn, chief 
Immigration and Naturalization Service agent 
on the case, being held in Tucson, Ariz., was 
on the witness stand when the defense rested 
its case. Rayburn was to be the first defense 
witness. The 11 sanctuary movement 
members, including two priests and a nun, 
have been on trial for 19 weeks for allegedly 
aiding illegal Central American refugees. The 
church workers have said they acted out of 
religious conviction because they believe the 
refugees face persecution in their homelands. 
Defense lawyers said after the court session 
that the government’s case has serious flaws 
and cited repeated contradictions in the 
testimony of the prosecution’s main witness. 


ARCHBISHOP CASEY DIES — Arch- 
bishop James V. Casey of Denver died March 
14 of internal bleeding 12 days after under- 
going surgery to 
remove a blood clot 
at the base of his 
brain. He was 71. 
The archbishop was 
taken to St. Joseph 
Hospital in Denver 
March 1. Doctors 
said the blood clot, 
removed during four 
hours of surgery the 
next day, was the 
size of a lemon. 
Archbishop Casey 
had been the head of 
the Denver arch- 
diocese since May 
1967. His tenure as 
: : archbishop was 
Archbishop Casey characterized by his 
compassion for the poor, concern for social 
justice and ecumenical efforts. Among the 
diocesan offices he created were those for 
Hispanic concerns, justice and peace, ministry 
to the handicapped, pro-life, campus ministry, 
single adult ministry, family life ministry, and 
councils for women Religious and priests. 


FALSELY ACCUSED — Archbishop 
Stephen Sulyk of the Ukrainian Archdiocese of 
Philadelphia has appealed to President 
Reagan to review the case of John Demjanjuk, 
a Ukrainian-American accused of slaughtering 
thousands of Nazi death camp victims during 
World War II. Demjanjuk was stripped of his 
U.S. citizenship and extradited to Israel Feb. 
28 for trial as the alleged ‘‘Ivan the Terrible”’ 
executioner at the Treblinka concentration 
camp in Poland. He has said he is wrongly 
accused and is the victim of phony Soviet 
evidence used against him. The cause of Dem- 
janjuk, a Ukrainian Orthodox and a retired 
autoworker from Cleveland, has been a 
rallying point for Ukrainian-Americans. 


QUESTIONABLE MOVE — Two 
Taiwanese priests have taken political posts 
despite objections and sanctions from their 
superiors, who said canon law forbids priests 
in politics. The priests are members of 
indigenous Taiwanese tribes that face 
economic and cultural discrimination from the 
ethnic Chinese who are the island-state’s 
majority. Father Ignatius Tsai Guei-tsung, 33, 
said he ran for the Taichung county council to 
help his Atayal tribe progress. As he began his 
campaign for the February elections, Father 
Tsai was removed from a parish post in 
Wushe, about 75 miles south of Taipei, by 
U.S.-born Maryknoll Bishop William Francis 
Kupfer of Taichung. Divine Word Father 
John Baptist Yang Dian-yi, 36, a Tsao tribe 
member and pastor in Wufeng Hsiang, 112 
miles south of Taipei, was threatened with 
expulsion from the order as he prepared his 
campaign for the Chiayi county council. 


SYNAGOGUE VISIT — Pope John Paul 
II will visit Rome’s only synagogue April 13 in 
what a Vatican spokesman described as a 
“historic development’’ in Catholic-Jewish 
relations. No details of the program were made 
public, but a Vatican source said it probably 
would include a joint prayer service with local’ 
Jewish leaders. It will be the first visit to a 
synagogue by a modern-day pope, according 
to Vatican spokesman Joaquin Navarro-Valls. 
“Certainly it’s a historical development. It’s 
one that should be placed in the perspective of 
this pontificate, which seems to be opening up 
more and more’’ to non-Christian religions, 
Navarro-Valls said. He compared the planned 
synagogue visit to the pope’s 1985 encounter 
with Morocco’s King Hassan II, a leader of 
the Islamic religion, and his meeting in 
February with non-Christian religious leaders 
in India. 


VATICAN BUDGET — Vatican officials 


are hoping to publish ‘‘as soon as possible’’ a 
complete set of budget figures that ‘‘is 
acceptable to the public and that does not put 
into doubt the credibility of the Vatican,’’ said 
Cardinal Giuseppe Caprio, the official 
responsible for preparing the annual Vatican 
budget. The Vatican has been publishing 
partial budget figures since 1979 but has never 
published a full budget listing all sources of 
income and expenses. The Vatican has been 
announcing budget shortfalls since 1979 but 
saying that these have been covered by the 
worldwide Peter’s Pence collection and other 
private donations to the pope. 


NO WOMEN ALLOWED — Bishop 
Anthony Bevilacqua of Pittsburgh has 
informed priests of his diocese that women 
cannot be included in the traditional Holy 
Thursday washing of the feet, the symbolic re- 
enactment of Christ’s action at the Last 
Supper. After several groups in the diocese 
criticized the order, Bishop Bevilacqua 
apologized for the stir but stood by his 
position. Bishop Bevilacqua’s late-February 
message took the position that church law 
excludes women because the Sacramentary, 
the book used by the priest at Mass and other 
liturgical rites, uses the Latin word vir, 
meaning man, rather than homo, meaning 
mankind, in describing the ceremony. 


REAL JOBS NEEDED Welfare 
recipients need real work, not just pointless 
“‘workfare’’? jobs that provide short-term 
government gain but no long-term benefit to 
the worker, Archbishop Edward T. O’Meara 
of Indianapolis told a House subcommittee. In 
testimony prepared for a hearing by the House 
Subcommittee on Public Assistance and 
Unemployment Compensation, the arch- 
bishop said that government, like other units 
of society, must help guarantee the ‘‘basic 
human right’’ of employment to the jobless — 
including welfare recipients. ‘Welfare 
recipients need real jobs, however, jobs that 
pay wages, provide fringe benefits and give 
employees the status and respect of real 
contributors,’’ he said in testimony delivered 
on behalf of the U.S. Catholic Conference. 
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HAPPY SIGHT — Many asmile is evoked 
on faces of motorists as they travel along 
Highway 67 near Eagle, Wis., and spot a 
happy face emerging from behind the steeple 
of St. Theresa’s Church. The brightly painted 
water tower greets residents and visitors alike 
with a cheery expression. 


PARISH LIFE SURVEY — Most U:S. 
Catholics who maintain some ties with their 
parish strongly oppose abortion, sociologists of 
the Notre Dame Study of Catholic Parish Life 
reported. The majority of those same 
parishioners rejected church teaching on 
artificial contraception, but opposition on that 
issue did not seem to make people less likely to 
attend Mass or receive Communion, the 
sociologists said. ‘The data was drawn from in- 
depth studies of 36 parishes, carefully 
selected to provide a representative sample of 
all U.S. Catholics except Hispanics. ‘‘There is 
simply no recognizable segment among our 
(surveyed) parishioners who express strong 
disagreement with the Church’s opposition to 
abortion,’’ the report said. ‘‘Rather, the only 
differences are in the strictness of the 
position.”’ 


FRENCH RESISTANCE — Five French 
bishops have challenged their own episcopal 
conference’s defense of nuclear deterrence as 
morally licit. Their document, ‘‘Peace in 
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Another Way: Self-Defense Without 
Betrayal,’’ criticizes the conference’s view that 
while the use of nuclear weapons is morally 
wrong, to threaten to use them is not. ‘‘A 
nation does not have the right to threaten to do 
something that it does not have the right to do. 
It does not have the right to possess arms that 
it will never have the right to use,’’ the 
dissenting bishops said. At the same time they 
said they rejected the ‘“‘temptations of 
pacifism,’’ for ‘‘that is to resign oneself to 
injustice and to enslavement.’’ 


DUTCH URGE DIALOGUE — Dutch 
Protestant churchmen have asked Catholic 
Church officials to begin discussions with 
Catholic women theologians on women’s 
ordination. The churchmen, who met Vatican 
officials, urged ‘‘a dialogue with female 
Roman Catholic theologians, precisely on the 
question of the ministerial priesthood.’’ They 
made their comments in a statement presented 
during a meeting between Dutch Protestant 
leaders and officials of the Vatican Secretariat 
for Promoting Christian Unity. The Dutch 
leaders emphasized the 1977 declaration by the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith on 
the question of admitting women to. the 
ministerial priesthood. The document seemed 
to close the door to the ordination of women to 
the priesthood, they said.

HILLCREST — The latest dual photon technology for 
bone mass screening is available at the new Mercy 
Osteoporosis Detection Center that opened March 17. 

‘«By the time they reach 50 years of age, 50 percent of 
all American women will have osteoporosis, a crippling 
disease of the bones. Now this debilitating degenerative 
disease can be detected in its earliest stages with dual 
photon densitometry diagnostic equipment,’’ said Dr. 
Carla Fox 

The Mercy Osteoporosis Detection Center is a joint 
venture of Mercy Hospital and a trio of physicians who 
specialize in the disease’s diagnosis and treatment. Drs. 
Carla Fox, John W. Fox, and Leonard S. Bernstein will 
work with area physicians and their patients to promptly 
evaluate and treat osteoporosis. 

The three physicians agree that a great deal of 
misinformation exists concerning osteoporosis. 

According to Carla Fox, osteoporosis results from 
combined factors of heredity, nutrition, aging, and life- 
style. ‘“The disease causes a reduction of bone mass to a 
point where the bones become incapable of supporting 
normal activities, resulting in a marked increase in 
fractures. 

Generational studies indicate certain high risk groups, 
including Northern Europeans and other fair-skinned 
caucasians. Asians are also at high risk, while Blacks, with 
a higher bone density, are regarded as low risk. 

Thinner women are also at higher risk since weight- 
bearing improves calcium in the bones. Obese women 
manufacture more estrogen, which has been shown to 
decrease bone loss in peri-menopausal women. 

Physicians and technicians at the center are able to 
diagnose and treat the disease at an early stage with the 
latest in equipment and treatments, including the use of 
flouride and calcium. The use of estrogen therapy 
depends on the patient’s age. f

Mercy health care systems to merge 


SACRAMENTO — The Sisters of Mercy of Auburn 
and the Sisters of Mercy of Burlingame have signed a 
letter of intent to merge their two health care systems, 
uniting their nine hospitals in California and Arizona into 
the largest California-based Catholic health system. 
Negotiations are scheduled to begin immediately. 


Mercy Hospital and Medical Center of San Diego, 
which has headquarters in Burlingame, is included in the 
merger, which is expected to be completed by Sept. 30, 
1986. 


THE OTHER hospitals and health care systems 
involved are in Bakersfield, Oxnard, Phoenix, San 
Francisco, Sacramento, Redding, Carmichael, and 
Folsom. 


The new Mercy System will include more than 3,000 
acute-care patient beds and revenues of approximately 
$700 million annually. 


' “This step has been taken in light of mission 
considerations and economic realities,’’ said Sister Maura 
Power, superior general of the Auburn congregation. 
“Through economies of scale, reduced duplication, and 
shared programs, we hope to extend the resources 
available to those most in need. An expanded geographic 
scope and broadened revenue base will enable us to take 
better advantage of contracting opportunities with third- 
party payors.” 

“BY JOINING with another group so closely aligned 
in history, philosophy, and goals, we hope to compete on 


our own terms with the larger health systems coalescing in 
our service areas,’’ added Sister Terese Marie Perry, 
superior general of the Burlingame congregation. 


The Sisters of Mercy of Auburn and Burlingame share 
the same foundress, Mother Baptist Russell, who came to 
San Francisco from Ireland in the 1850s, bringing a small 
band of Sisters to help care for the orphans and others 
abandoned and made homeless in the Gold Rush. In 
1856, a few Sisters sailed ‘‘up river’’ to extend their 
mission-to the Sacraménto valley. Health care became an 
early focus for both congregations, and many of their 
current hospitals were established before 1900. 


Since then, the Sisters have expanded their facilities 
and their services in response to local community needs. 
Today, they collectively operate the nine hospitals, a 
variety of clinics and outpatient centers, extended care 
facilities, and community outreach programs. Together, 
these hospitals employ almost 12,000 people in medical, 
technical, and support positions. 


MERCY HOSPITAL and Medical Center in San 
Diego was founded in 1890, the first acute care hospital in 
the city. At the present time, it provides all levels of acute 
services with a capacity of 523 licensed beds. It also 
operates a fully accredited physician internship/residency 
program. 

Mercy Hospital acts as a designated trauma center for 
the San Diego area, Its service area also encompasses 
other outlaying areas of San Diego County.

A priest was in a quandry over his Easter sermon. He 
decided to use a time-honored approach by taking a 
survey to discover what meaning Easter had for some of 
his congregation. 


A little girl told him that Easter was special for her 
because the Easter Bunny came at that time and gave her 
all the candy she had missed during the season of Lent. A 
high school football coach told the clergyman that Easter 
was important because that was the day on which Christ 
achieved the greatest victory of his life by rising from the 
dead. Other respondents were equally personal and 
original. 


WHILE VISITING a home for the aged, the priest 
asked a 90-year-old parishioner the same question. The 
woman answered the priest’s question in this way: 
“Easter is the most important event in my life, because 
the Resurrection means that I have just begun to live, 
even at age 90!”’ 


“*T have just begun to live.’’ That is the full meaning of 
Easter. On this day we not only celebrate an important 
fact about the life of Jesus of Nazareth, but also we rejoice 
in an important fact about our own lives: we have just 
begun to live.

People in the Philippines will 
celebrate Easter with a different awareness this year than 
they had last year. So will people in Haiti. Anyone who 
has suffered the loss of someone close will also see Easter 
in a new way. So will the person who has discovered that 
he or she has a terminal illness. 


The Resurrection is a source of infinite hope and 
courage. As such it is the Christian antidote for pessimism 
and for depression. It may be that we go through a period 
of ‘‘entombment’’ following some setback or emotional 
injury, but we also know that we will rise again. 


After all, we have just begun to live. 


Mixing religion, politics is risky business 


“Religion is a quare thing,’’ Finley 


Peter Dunne’s Mr. Dooley once said. 
“Be itself it’s all right. But sprinkle a little 
pollyticks into it an’ dinnymite is bran 
flour compared with it. Alone it prepares 
a man f’r a better life. Combined with 
pollyticks it hurries him to it.’’ 


Many people would say they agree with 
Mr. Dooley. ‘‘You mix religion and 
politics at your own peril,’’ they insist. 


I SUPPOSE there are some purists 
who really do hold to an absolute wall of 
separation between the two realms, but 
they are far outnumbered by those who 
seem to live by the motto, ‘‘Consistency is 
the hobgoblin of puny minds.”’ 


In my observation, most people who 
oppose the mixing of politics and religion 
"are selective about their opposition. 


For many right-wing Catholics, it’s 
wrong for the bishops to appear before 
Congress on such matters as Salt-II, or 
the MX-missile, or U.S. policy in Central 
America, but it’s right for them to use the 
same forum to argue for aid to parochial 
schools, or against pornography, or in 
support of a constitutional amendment on 
abortion. 


FOR MANY left-wing Catholics, it’s 
wrong for bishops like Cardinal Obando y 
Bravo to assume the role of an opposition 
leader to the Sandinista government in 
Nicaragua, but it’s right for Cardinal 
Jaime Sin to have played a key role in the 
downfall of the Marcos regime in the 
Philippines. 


For many right-wing Catholics, it was 
wrong for Father Drinan and _ Sister 
Agnes Mary Mansour to become 
involved in partisan politics through 
elective or appointive office, but it was 
right for Cardinal Krol to appear 
prominently at the 1972 Republican 
National Convention, in more than a 
praying role, and to host a campaign stop 
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Father Richard McBrien 


at Doylestown, Pa., for then-candidate- 
for-reelection, Ronald Reagan. 


For many left-wing Catholics, it’s 
wrong for fundamentalist televangelists 
like Jerry Falwell and Pat Robertson to 
try to influence the electoral and 
legislative processes, but it was right for 
Martin Luther King, Jr., the Berrigan 
brothers, and Jesse Jackson. 


THE 1984 presidential campaign dealt 
a body blow to civilized and reasoned 
argument about the issue of religion-and- 
politics. President Reagan and _his 
supporters practically welded the two 
together. 


Give them credit, though. They were 


‘right. Religion has a lot to do with politics 


— for better or for worse. The question 
is, however, which kind of religion? 


Parson Thwackum in Henry Fielding’s 
Tom Jones once declared: ‘‘When I say 


religion I mean the Christian religion, 


and when I say the Christian religion I 
mean the Church of England.’’ 


FOR ALL the talk about ‘Judeo- 
Christian values,’’ when the president’s 
supporters said “‘religion,’’ they meant 
the Christian religion. When they said 
Christian, they meant fundamentalist 
Protestant Christianity. 


However, that was no excuse for the 
Democratic nominees, Walter Mondale 
and Geraldine Ferraro, to flee to the 
opposite extreme insisting that religion is 
an entirely private affair. 


It wasn’t a private affair for Martin 
Luther King, Jr. On the contrary, it was 
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the principal motivating force behind the 
whole civil rights movement. 


THE QUESTION, therefore, is not 
whether religion and politics mix, but how. 


There are ‘many ways. The most 
obvious is through open and _ active 
support of, or opposition to, a particular 
regime or to candidates for public office. 
In the United States, our bishops have 
explicitly rejected this option, 
though there is nothing in 
Constitution to prevent it. 


even

Another way is through participation in 
the public debate over issues, relying, 
however, upon the force of arguments 
rather than upon appeals to divine 
authority. 

THIS IS the path taken by the 
bishops, especially in their recent pastoral 
letter on nuclear war and their forth- 
coming letter on the economy. 


In between these two ways lie a whole 
range of options, including public actions

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designed to call attention to deficiencies in 
the political system (the civil rights’ sit-in 
and marches were one example); or the 
founding of organizations and 
movements to pursue a particular agenda 
(QJerry Falwell’s Moral Majority is a case 
in point). 

Sometimes, of course, we indirectly do 
things that we say we are opposed to 
doing directly. For example, the U.S. 
Catholic bishops emphasized during the 
1984 campaign that they were not in the 
business of endorsing candidates, but the 
public statements of some high-ranking 
bishops were taken by many as a clear 
non-endorsement of some candidates and 
at least an indirect endorsement of others. 

WHAT THE Catholic bishops, nuns, 
priests, and laity did in Haiti and the 
Philippines in recent weeks makes many 
of us proud. However, we have to ask 
ourselves, ‘‘Why?”’ 

And we shouldn’t be too quick to scare 
away the hobgoblins of consistency. 
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We did it again 

Well, it looks like we helped overthrow 
another friendly government. Even though 
President Ferdinand Marcos of the 
Philippines was very anti-communist, our 
government did not offer to train his army 
to fight the communist army, which is 
attempting to take over that country. 


A select number of U.S. officials were 
sent to monitor the entire national election. 
They claimed that the election was a 
complete fraud. President Reagan sided 
with Aquino. Then the U.S. Senate, 
liberals and conservatives, overwhelmingly 
voted to condemn Marcos. 


The Marcos government was corrupt as 
were all of the Philippine governments 
before him. Even though the news media 
portrayed Marcos as a ruthless absolute 
dictator, we saw that Mrs. 
Aquino was free to openly campaign 
against Marcos in a very big and expensive 
way. The privately owned Catholic TV 
station, which favored Aquino, operated 
right up to the election. 


Mrs. Aquino stated publically: (1) she 
would work out some kind of deal with the 
communists; (2) she would not recognize 
Marcos as president even if he honestly got 
the majority of the votes; (3) she claims to 
have gotten 85 to 90 percent of the votes. 
There will be no recount so we will never 
know if she even got 51 percent. 


Who is this sweet talking lady shown on 
American TV? Now that the bad guys 
under Marcos have pledged their loyalty 
and help to President Aquino, will her 
government, with the communists, be any 
better for the Philippine people? 


Although the U.S. federal budget is sick, 
Peter McPherson, chief of the U.S. 
foreign-aid program said that American 
officials are ready to learn how the 
Philippine economy can best be helped. 
The Philippines may get $1 billion in U.S. 
aid and loans. This money would be better 
spent to help freedom fighters in the 
dictatorship countries of Nicaragua, 
Angola, and Afghanistan. 

Will the American government, the 
church leaders, and the news media also 
show their full support for the people under 
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Marxist dictatorships?

Improper use of ministry 


In denominations that believe in the 
Real Presence, Catholicism is the only 
one that allows lay people to distribute 
Communion. This isn’t done even in 
Episcopalian or Lutheran services.

The 
height of irony is reached, however, when 
some celebrants sit for a meditation 
period of that length after Communion. 


All too often, priests are available to 
greet the people after Mass and before the 
Sunday liturgy but are not available for 
Communion. 


The improper use of extraordinary 
ministers of the Eucharist is, of course, a 
violation of correct liturgical procedure 
and sometimes a deliberate act of 
defiance, as well as a sense of the loss of 
the sacred and a distorted view of the lay 
apostalate.

Easter’s true impact felt mostly in love

SOMETIMES I depend too much on other religious 


Your assignment, they said, is to tell in 750 words how 
the Resurrection has affected people’s lives. 


I reflected: ‘‘If I can do that, what need have we of 
1,000-page Bibles, 4,000 years of salvation history, hour- 
long liturgies, or even professional religionists?”’ 


MAYBE THE brief story of Moses being transformed 
on the holy ground before the burning bush that was not 
consumed by fire could illustrate the effect. However, 
that’s a preresurrection story. Then how about St. Peter’s 
miraculous conversion from being rooster-scared to spirit- 
filled. Would that dramatize the effect? 


Too ancient, perhaps. Same for the effect on Mary 
Magdalene, the 5,000 converts at Pentecost, the disciples 
on the road to Emmaus. All beautiful, but perhaps too 
ancient for the modern ear. The big stone was rolled away 
from the grave of their hearts, but oh, so long ago.

The real effect of the Resurrection is seen in love — 
past, present, and future. The Song of Songs (8:6) catches 
the dream when it says: ‘‘Love is strong as death.’’ 


A PERSON in love craves for the love to last forever. 
We eagerly and easily promise at weddings to love ‘‘in 
good times and in bad times, in sickness and in health, ’til 
death do us part.”’ 


Yet, as sure as Christ’s tomb was empty on Easter 
morning, because of death the home will one day be 
empty of the one whose love was pledged forever. 


One’s life and love may live in the children for a time. 
One’s life may be remembered in fame or monuments for 
a time. Love and life forever are assured only if the life 
and love are united in the one who said and is: ‘‘I am who 
Iam,”’ repeated often by Jesus, the Son of the living God. 

BY BEING baptized into Jesus’ death, we are baptized 
into his resurrection, his everlasting life. His love is 
stronger than death. He rises, we live. There is no stone 
sealing off our life when our life is Jesus’ life. 


Don’t think of baptism, though, as an automatic’ 


guarantee of life everlasting. It is not enough to shout 
occasionally ‘‘Jesus is Lord, Jesus is Lord.’’? The branch 
can be stripped of the vine; the sheep can stray from the 
shepherd. My love, left to itself, can attach itself to other 
lords and stray to other watering holes. 


Resurrection affects us, because death affects us. There 
is no resurrection without a death of some sort: death to 
self and selfishness, death to life and lifelessness. 


professionals for life. I used to believe that in order to 
know how to pray, I had to see a spiritual director; in 
order to discover God’s will for me I had to do the 
Ignatian discernment process or talk to a retreat master. 


These are good aids, but it is sometimes forgotten that 
Jesus gave us each a new life graced and enlivened by his 
death and resurrection. We are affected in an everlasting 
way. We live anew, not the way Lazarus was raised from 
the dead nor the young widow’s son at Naim, for they 
were destined to die physically again. Our physical death 
is a rolling of the stone off our grave to rise to life ever- 
lasting. 


I believe we almost have to be motivated by some 
shocking, disturbing religious experience before the 
impact of our death and resurrection seems real to us. 
Once we have been to the mountaintop, a whole new 
world opens before us. We, with Jesus, become trans- 
figured and our view of the world with us. 


THE STONE is rolled away forever. Believing with 
our head is okay, but believing with a heart changed, even 
exploded by a dramatic experience of God’s unique and 
individual love makes all things new. 


If a person has experienced this, there is no need to say 
more. If a person has not experienced this, nothing I say 
can make a difference. 


A person in love sees, smells, and feels everything in a 
refreshing way. A person enthralled and spirited by God’s 
all-consuming love not only experiences everything and 
everyone on this earth in a freeing way, but also rolls 
away forever the stone that blocks the pilgrim’s path to 
paradise, peace, and rapture.

The Church invites its members to enter into the 
paschal mystery of Christ’s passage from mortal to risen 
life celebrated during the Easter Triduum. 


We accept this invitation by uniting our sufferings with 
Christ’s for the continual Redemption of the world, 
always looking forward in faith to our own resurrection, 
not only in heaven, but also in the events of this life. With 
faith we believe that God brings good out of evil — that 
each trial or death endured is followed by a victory or 
resurrection. 


SCRIPTURE ABOUNDS with references to the 
death-resurrection cycles woven into the fabric of the 
Christian life. The second reading in the Good Friday 
liturgy concludes: ‘‘Son though he was, he learned 
obedience from what he suffered; and when perfected, he 
became the source of eternal salvation for all who obey 
him’’ (Heb. 5:8-9). 

As this year’s Easter Triduum neared, John and 
Kathleen Swanke reflected on the violent death of their 
22-year-old daughter, Anne Catherine. 


They learned on Nov. 24, 1984, that her body had been 
found in Spring Valley with ‘‘multiple slashes to her 
neck,’’ her father said. She had been missing five days 
and was seen walking with a can of gasoline toward her 
car parked near Jackson and Parkway Drives in La Mesa. 


ANN WAS a senior at the University of San Diego 
where her father teaches philosophy courses. 


““How could anyone get through this without faith?”’ 
Kathleen questioned 16 months later. ‘‘I never asked 
why,’’ she said, adding that she put her initial feelings of 
shock on the altar. ‘‘I didn’t know how to handle them,”’ 
she said. 


Her husband’s anger at the attack soon turned to 
resignation. ‘‘We knew in our minds God was in control, 
but it was hard to get the heart to follow suit,’’ he said.

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Church leaders oppose ‘contra’ funding 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The U.S. Catholic bishops 
and several other religious groups found themselves on 
the winning side March 20 when the House of 
Representatives rejected President Reagan’s request for 
$100 million in aid to the ‘‘contra’’ rebels in Nicaragua. 


The church groups, though, had little time to savor the 
victory as the Senate was scheduled to vote late in March 
on its version of ‘‘contra’’ funding. Another vote in the 
House was likely in April. 


SHORTLY BEFORE the latest House vote, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, public policy arm for the bishops, 
reiterated its opposition to military assistance to the rebels 
and urged the U.S. government to vigorously pursue a 
diplomatic solution to the fighting in Nicaragua. 


Msgr. Daniel Hoye, USCC general secretary, in a 
letter to House members, said military aid ‘“‘simply 
intensifies the conflict, has contributed to several 
thousand deaths, and does not serve a useful political or 
humanitarian purpose.”’ 


In contrast to the military aid option, Msgr. Hoye 

wrote, ‘‘a productive road is open to U.S. action. It 
involves a full-scale, high-level commitment by the 
United States to support and facilitate the renewed 
Contadora peace process that has now been given new 
impetus.” ‘ 

THE CONTADORA group — Mexico, Venezuela, 
Panama, and Colombia — outlined a blueprint for peace 
in-1983. Several other South American nations have 
joined in the endeavor. 


Msgr. Hoye noted that alleged human rights violations 
by the Sandinista government, including harassment of 
the Church, are a concern to the U.S. church. 


“In the past year,’ he said, ‘‘the human rights 
problem in general, and the specific issues surrounding 
the full and free exercise of the Catholic Church’s 
ministry, have reached very critical proportions.’ 


SEVERAL U.S. bishops and religious organizations 
individually joined in denouncing the military aid 
proposal. 


Auxiliary Bishop Thomas Gumbleton of Detroit, a 
Sandinista supporter and president of Pax Christi USA, a 
Catholic peace group, accused Reagan of ‘‘outrageous 
rhetoric’’ in calling for ‘‘contra’’ funding. 

In contrast to Msgr. Hoye’s assessment, however, 
Bishop Gumbleton denied that there is any persecution of 
the Church in Nicaragua. 

THE CHARGES of Sandinista harassment. of the 
Church have been leveled loudest and most often by 
Cardinal Miguel Obando Bravo of Managua. 

In a March 14 letter to the Nicaraguan cardinal, 
Cardinals John J. O’Connor of New York and Bernard 
Law of Boston expressed their ‘‘solidarity’’ with Cardinal 
Obando Bravo during the time of trial in his country. 

The two U.S. cardinals criticized the ‘“‘physical 
harassment, crude attempts at intimidation, and censor- 
ship’’ directed by the Sandinistas against the Church. 

IN A SEPARATE statement, Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago, joined the USCC in rejecting 
military aid to the ‘‘contras’’ while noting violations of 
basic human rights under the Sandinistas. 
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Cardinal Bernardin said it is ‘‘naive to think that the 
Marxist orientation of the government has not placed it in 
conflict with the Church.’’ 


Bishop Frank J. Harrison of Syracuse, N.Y., said the 
U.S. bishops believe that ‘‘direct military aid to any force 
attempting to overthrow a government with which we are 
not at war, and with which we maintain diplomatic 
relations, is illegal, and in our judgment, immoral, and 
therefore cannot merit our support.”’ 


IN A PASTORAL letter in The Catholic Sun, 
Syracuse diocesan newspaper, Bishop Harrison said 
opponents of ‘‘contra’’ aid ‘‘are not supporting the 
Sandinista government’ but are asking the U.S. 
government “‘to find a non-violent way . . . to settle this 
dispute.” 

Bishop Louis Gelineau of Providence, R.I, writing in 
the Providence Visitor, his diocesan newspaper, said aid to 
the ‘‘contras’’ only ‘‘encourages further (Sandinista) 
restrictions on civil freedoms.”’ 


Bishop Gelineau said that military aid could ‘‘possibly 
doom’? the Contadora process, which he said should 
‘take precedence over all else.”’ 


“THERE IS no acceptable military solution’’ in 
Nicaragua, Bishop Anthony M. Pilla of Cleveland said in 
a statement urging defeat of the ‘‘contra’”’ aid package. 


“‘The resumption of U.S. military aid to the ‘contras’ 
could undercut the possibility of political solution within 
Nicaragua and jeopardize the political process elsewhere 
in the region,’’ Bishop Pilla said. 

The heads of several Maryland Christian 
denominations, including Archbishop William A. 
Borders of Baltimore, issued a joint statement March 18 
opposing all funding, including ““so-called’’ 
humanitarian aid. 


THE ‘“‘MILITARIZATION”’ of the U.S. relation- 
ship to Central America, the Maryland leaders said, ‘‘will 
only result in an increased loss of life and an exacerbation 
of the domestic problems of poverty and injustice, which 
are at the heart of the turmoil in that region.”’ 

The priests’ council of the Diocese of Richmond, Va., 
urged the citizens of the state to reject the Reagan 
administration’s ‘‘obsession’’ witha military solution to 
the conflict. 


The council called for bilateral negotiations with 
Nicaragua, an end to the U.S. trade embargo against

The wonder of Easter can be 
experienced by stepping outside to 
breathe in the spring air. The wonder of 
Easter also can be experienced by a visit 
to a kitchen where ethnic holiday foods 
are being prepared. 


The tasty delicacies, integral parts of 
Easter festivities in many countries, 
reflect the deeper mysteries that lie at the 
heart of the celebration. Many ethnic 
dishes not only ease the pangs of 40 days 
of fasting and penance but also serve as 
spiritual appetizers, offering a taste of 
satisfaction at a higher level. 


CERTAIN RITUALS in the Church 
reflect the realization that the foods of 
Easter bear special significance. Italian 
priests bless Easter eggs before they are 
distributed. The blessing of Easter food is 
called the Wethessen in Germany. 


Many cultures mark Easter by baking 
special breads and cakes. These pastries 
recall Christ’s parable about yeast, which 
he compared to the small acts of kindness 
that help the kingdom grow and flourish. 


Easter breads are also a figure of the 
Eucharist. This is most evident in a 
custom practiced in some regions of 
Mexico. 


AFTER THE Holy Thursday liturgy, 
everyone is given a small silver coin and a 
slice of a large, round loaf of bread in 
commemoration of the events leading to 
Christ’s passion and resurrection. 


In England, hot cross buns are part of — 


the season’s fare. White-icing crosses 
decorate these buns, which originated in 
pre-Christian Anglo-Saxon _ tradition. 
Missionaries employed the buns in 
catechesis and crafty bakers popularized 
them by spreading the notion that eating 
hot cross buns would keep houses from 


burning down! 


A counterpart to hot cross buns can be - 


found in Mexico’s pan de la resurecion or 
resurrection bread. This sweet roll is 
embossed with a cross. A swirl of white 
icing represents the drapery on the empty 
cross of the risen Savior. 


The babka coffeecake stands as the 
centerpiece of many Polish Easter buffets. 
Named after the grandmothers who bake 
it, the cake’s shape resembles the elderly 
women’s full, pleated skirts. 


SOME COUNTRIES incorporate two 
Easter symbols into one. In making folar 
da pasca, or paschal bread, the Portuguese 
bake an Easter egg on top of the loaf with 
two strips of dough in the form of a cross 
securing the egg in place.

God’s presence revealed

One practical way to prolong Easter is 
to have a single goal for each of the 50 
days from Easter to Pentecost. Look for 
an experience each day in which the 
presence of Jesus’ Spirit can be 
recognized. By Pentecost you will know 
more deeply what it means to live in the 
Spirit. 

Let me tell you about one such 
experience. 


WHILE I was a seminarian on the 
way from my hometown in central Illinois 
to St. Paul Seminary in Minnesota, I had 
to pass through Chicago. Since I had 
several hours between trains, I decided to 
walk to St. Peter’s Church downtown to 
attend Mass and receive the Lord in 
Communion. 


No sooner did.I leave Union Station 
than I was approached by a knight of the 
road who asked for a quarter for a cup of 
coffee. The pastor in my hometown had 
warned me not to give money to folks like 
this because they would probably use it to 


Well, time I had. So the man‘and I 
entered the nearest restaurant, which was 
a cafeteria — a mistake. The man not 
only took coffee but a full meal. At this 
point I began to question my pastor’s 
wisdom. For some reason I could not 
explain, I felt compelled to sit with this 
fellow as he ate. 


INSTEAD OF quickly disposing of the 
large feast I had rather reluctantly 
purchased for him, the man talked end- 
lessly. I looked at my watch again and 


- again, wishing. he would shut up and eat 


so I could get to Mass before catching my 
train. 


His conversation was utterly inane and 
boring to me. Finally he asked, ‘‘What do 
you do, mister?’’ 


pasqua, into the shape of a wreath. After 
the bread cools, colored eggs are nestled 
in each braided niche. 


From early times, eggs have been 
regarded as symbols of life. The ancient 
Persians exchanged eggs in the spring as 
New Year’s gifts. Christians saw the egg 
as a symbol of eternal life emerging from 
the tomb. 


MANY ETHNIC groups take special 
pride in their Easter eggs. Ukranian 
pysankt begin as ordinary eggs coated with 
wax. An intricate design is scratched in 
the wax and colored. Then the finished 
decoration is covered with wax while 
other designs are scratched and dyed until 
the entire egg is completed. 


Each pysanki decoration indicates a 
good wish for the recipient: flowers 
symbolize love; a deer is a sign of good 
health; a rooster or hen stands for 
fulfillment of wishes. 


Roasted lamb is the main entree at a 
traditional Greek Easter dinner. This 
recalls scripture references to Christ as the 
sacrificial lamb. In many cultures, butter, 
sugar, or cakes shaped like lambs are 
used. : 


DURING THE Easter season in 
Mexico, many people broil fish outdoors 
over an open fire. This recalls the incident 
in St. John’s Gospel when Jesus appears 
to his friends at the Sea of Tiberias after 


the Resurrection and feeds them broiled 
fish. 


The Easter ham is a sign of prosperity 
for some people. In pre-Christian times, 
European banquets included. roasted 
pork. This main dish was served as a wish 
of good luck for guests. With the coming 
of Christianity, the popular meat 
remained a staple at. meals marking 
church holidays.

Serious illness: sign of despair, hope

“‘T’ve learned not to live in the past, or 
the future but in the present,’’ Julie said.

HER MOTHER, Sally Polk, a retired 
educator, moved to Vermont from New 
York City to be available when needed. 
Her brother Ben accepted his present job 
in California only on condition that every 
eight weeks he can spend a week with 
Julie in Vermont. Her sister Mimi has 
shouldered more than her share of work 
in their joint family business. 


Their support makes her feel like a 
wanted and contributing member of the 
family, Julie said. This is important, she 
added, because ‘‘it’s hard for a cancer 
victim to feel like a burden and not 
independent.’’ 


She also spoke of the measure of peace 
she now finds in religion. An Episcopal 
minister ‘‘reached out to me and I found I 
could look at life more spiritually,’’ she 
said. Turning to religion helped her 
realize ‘‘I can’t control everything around 
me, that it’s not important to be in 
control.”’

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Medical report states 
Jesus died of shock 


CHICAGO (NC) — The death of 
Jesus of Nazareth probably resulted from 
shock caused by loss of blood, 
asphyxiation caused by exhaustion, and, 
possibly, acute heart failure, said a report 
in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 


The report, in the March 21 issue of 
the Chicago-based journal, was prepared 
by a Mayo Clinic pathologist, Dr. 
William D. Edwards, along with Floyd E. 
Hosmer, a Mayo Clinic medical artist, 
and the Rev. Wesley J. Gabel, a 
Methodist minister. 


THE REPORT’S significance, the 
authors suggested, lies in rejecting claims 
that Jesus was not really dead when taken 
down from the cross. 


Using biblical and historical texts as 
sources, as well as findings from the 
Shroud of Turin, the reputed burial cloth 
of Jesus, the report described in detail’ 
Jesus’ death from a medical and historical 
perspective. 


“Death by crucifixion was, in every 
sense of the word, excruciating,’’ the 
authors stated. 


WHILE THE Romans did not invent 
crucifixion, the report said, “they 
perfected it as a form of torture and 
capital punishment that was designed to 
produce a slow death with maximum pain 


and suffering.’’ 


The report offered medical 
explanations for several events associated 
with Jesus’ trial and crucifixion. 


Jesus’ sweating blood in the Garden of 
Gethsemane, cited in Luke’s Gospel, for 
example, could have been a case of hema- 
tidrosis, a rare phenomenon that occurs 
in persons in ‘‘highly emotional states,”’ 
said the report. Hematidrosis is a 
hemorrhage into the sweat glands. 


THE REPORT said the whip used by 
Roman soldiers to scourge prisoners had 
several single or braided leather thongs in 
which small iron balls and sharp pieces of 
sheep bone were tied at various intervals. 


A scourging would ‘‘cut into the skin 
and subcutaneous tissue,’’ the report 
said, and then lacerate the ‘‘underlying 
skeletal muscles and produce quivering 
ribbons of bleeding flesh.’’ Pain and 
blood loss from the whipping ‘‘generally 
set the stage for circulatory shock.”’ 


The authors said that Jesus was 
probably severely scourged since he lived 
for only three hours after being nailed to 
the cross. Survival during crucifixion 
‘“‘ranged from three to four hours to three 
to four days and appears to have been 
inversely related to the severity of the 
scourging,’’ said the report. 


THE FACT that Jesus was unable to

renewed acquaintance. John discovered 
that the pastor was a high school class- 
mate from Columbus, Ohio, whom he 
had not seen for 45 years. 


The Swankes also testify to their 
growth in spirituality after the tragedy.

HER HUSBAND said he feels a 
“‘deeper sensitivity to death and 
mortality.’” He sometimes does grief 
counseling in his private practice as a 
marriage, family, and child counselor. 


The Swankes see stepped-up safety 
practices resulting from Anne’s assault. 
San Diego and La Mesa gas stations are 
urged to harbor women who come there 
during the night until police arrive. Local 
civic groups pressed for the distribution 
and sale of large Call-Police signs for use 
by drivers with car trouble.

They believe women, in general, have 
become more safety conscious and aware 
of their own vulnerability. 


HAVE THE Swankes forgiven Anne’s 
assailant? 


“‘Whoever it is, I hope the person is 
converted ... like the assassin of St. 
Maria Goretti,’’ John said. 


“We believe that Anne died defending 
her integrity,’’ he said in a written 
statement issued through USD soon after 
her death. ‘‘I hope that everyone who 
knew Anne learns that virtue and 
integrity are needed for happiness and 
peace.”’ 


JOHN AND Kathleen Swanke believe 
Anne is at peace and extol her virtues 
with pride and joy. 

They said she enjoyed attending Mass, 
frequently read from her Bible, always 
wore the brown scapular of Our Lady of 
Mt. Carmel, and kept a rosary at her bed. 


At Our Lady of Grace parish she was 
an usher and had been ‘‘invited to 
become a Eucharistic minister,’’ her 
mother said. She was also a member of 
the Catholic Daughters of the Americas, 
the young adult group, and participated 
in small-group RENEW meetings.

Anne’s_ parents said 
generously to religious 
charitable organizations. They have 
about 200 letters from individuals 
testifying to the help they received from 
Anne. 


“She was an excellent  scholar,’’ 
Kathleen said. She was majoring in music 
and French and hoped to become an 
opera singer. She was posthumously 
awarded a bachelor’s degree with magna 
cum laude honors at USD graduation 
ceremonies last May. 


THE MEMORY of Anne Catherine 
Swanke lives on at the university. 


A circular rose garden east of Founders 
Hall was dedicated in Anne’s memory 
March 18. (See photo on page three.) 
Here Anne and her father used to walk 
together. The garden was donated by a 
friend of the Swanke family. 


The Anne Catherine Swanke 
Memorial Scholarship fund was 
established through contributions to 


provide a tuition grant and the cost of 
music lessons to a qualifying music major 
at USD who plans to become a 
performing musician. Dr. Swanke hopes 
the fund, now totaling $13,000, 
eventually will be large enough to support 
a full-time faculty member in the 
university’s music department. 


“The joy of the resurrection is not 
complete,’’ he said. Anne is still not 
buried in my life.’’ However, he 
continues to search for good in the tragic 
event he views as a mystery.

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CHRIST’S DEATH STUDIED — The death of Jesus after three hours on the cross 
may have been hastened by blood loss from previous scourging, shock and 
breathing difficulties, according to a Mayo Clinic report in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. The report by Mayo pathologist Dr. William D. 
Edwards, medical artist Floyd E. Hosmer and the Rev. Wesley J. Gabel, a United 
Methodist pastor in Bethel, Minn., analyzes biblical and historical texts as well as 


information gained from the Shroud of Turin. 


carry the cross to Golgotha, the site of the 
execution, further supports the belief that 
he was severely beaten, the report said. 


The major medical effect of the 
crucifixion itself ‘‘was a marked 
interference with normal respiration, 
particularly exhalation,’’ the report said. 
Breathing was shallow and difficult. 


“Adequate exhalation required lifting 
the body by pushing up on the feet and by 


flexing the elbows,’’ a move the report: 


said would cause ‘‘searing pain.’’ Each 
respiratory effort ‘‘would become 
agonizing and tiring.”’ 

THE AUTHORS stated that the 
actual cause of death by crucifixion was 
‘multifactorial,’ but the two most 


prominent causes were shock due to blood 
loss and exhaustion asphyxia, a condition 


of too little oxygen and too much carbon 
dioxide in the blood. 


The Gospel account of Jesus crying out 
in a loud voice immediately before dying 
“‘suggests the possibility of a catastrophic 
terminal event,’’ such as acute heart 
failure, the report said. 


Evidence indicates that Jesus was dead 
before his side was pierced by a Roman 
soldier, said the authors. 


The Gospel story of blood and water 


flowing from this wound has generated® 


controversy, the report noted. It added 
that the spear probably entered Jesus’ 
right side, releasing clear fluid 
accumulated around the heart and lungs, 
such as occurs during heart failure, then 
penetrated the heart to cause the flow of 
blood.

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Whenever Easter rolls around and we celebrate the 
resurrection of Jesus, we’re tempted to believe that it 
happened just once and we missed it.

How do I know? Because you tell me so. Below are 
some of the ongoing rebirths reported to me by readers 
and others. 

A MOTHER in New Orleans wrote a poignant 
account of losing a husband and two grown sons to 
alcoholsim. Although her husband died of the disease, she 
never gave up on her sons. She prayed constantly, 
supported them, and let them know that God loved them.

destroy himself,’’ they said. ‘‘We loved him and prayed 
him into goodness.”’

A woman in the Columbian mudslide is found 
alive long after everyone gives up hope for life. 

A baby tossed into a Denver dumpster lives and 
touches the lives of the city. Dozens of families offer to 
give an unwanted baby new life in a loving home. 


AN UNSUCCESSFUL suicide victim meets caring 
people in the hospital who let her know she isn’t alone ina 
heartless world. After receiving volunteer treatment for 
depression, she is now counseling others. Her long Lent is 


over and she is devoting her life to helping others find 


Easter. 

A nine-month-pregnant woman’s family and goods are 
thrown out in the street in a snowstorm by a disgruntled 
landlord. In a seedy bar across the street, patrons watch 
her plight, doing nothing to help. 


Everyday resurrections make glorious Easters 


Up drives a priest followed by a couple of pickup 
trucks. He speaks to her and then enters the bar. 
““C’mon, you guys. Let’s get her stuff in the trucks.”’ 


THEY WORK hard and return to the bar feeling 
somehow redeemed for nurturing new life..The priest 
takes her family to an apartment he’s rented out of his 
own pocket and then he takes her to the hospital to deliver 
new life. Resurrection all the way around. 


A soup kitchen runs out of food. Just as it is about to 
turn away the line of street people, a truck from a top 
hotel in town delivers dozens of trays — not of wilted 
vegetables — but barons of beef prepared for the soup 
kitchen because someone made the right call to the right 
manager. 


What do these stories have in common? Just as Jesus 
appeared to the women at the tomb and told them to 
announce his resurrection, every one of these rebirths 
came about because there are people who believe in on- 
going resurrection and are willing to announce it with 
their caring actions. 


WE MAY have not been present at Easter but we are 
Easter all year long. We wait at the tomb and go forth to 
announce new life in the name of the Risen Christ in the 


modern world. 
Have a glorious resurrection year. And Happy Easter. 


Was Latin always official language for Mass? 


QUESTION: A recent issue of our 
Catholic paper quoted Cardinal 
Bernard Law about some of the 
changes in the Church. According to 
this article, he said that before Vatican 
Council II ‘‘our historical sense was 
‘somewhat blunted,’’? giving as one 
example the lack of awareness that the 
Mass had not always been celebrated in 
Latin. 

I never thought of this. In what 
other languages has the Mass been 
celebrated, before the changes we have 
today? (Massachusetts) 


ANSWER: First, I agree totally with 
the cardinal’s assessment. Judging from 
my own experience and from my mail 
through the years as author of this 
column, the greatest single reason for 
rejection and lack of understanding of the 
current developments in the Church is the 
ignorance of so many Catholics of even a 
basic knowledge of the past centuries of 
our history as a Church.

Without a sense of history, one easily 
falls into the trap of assuming that what 
has been since we were born has always 
been. As one woman said to me not long 
ago, protesting our use of English at 
Mass: ‘‘If Latin was good enough for 
Jesus, why isn’t it good enough for us?” 


THE FACT that Jesus, and most of 
the early members of our faith, quite 
possibly didn’t even know Latin didn’t 
phase her, if indeed she ever considered 
It: 

To answer your question, the Mass, 
even before Vatican II, has been 
celebrated in numerous languages. In the 
beginning, of course, the language of the 
liturgy was almost certainly Aramaic, 
used by Jesus and the disciples and early 
Christian converts.

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Before long, however, the common 
liturgical language was Greek, the tongue 
most commonly known in the world 
where Christianity first spread. 
Numerous other languages such as 
Syriac, Arabic, and Coptic, one of the few 
‘‘relic’’ languages of ancient Egypt, have 
been and still are used in the Catholic 
churches of the East. 


APPARENTLY somewhere in the 
fourth century the Roman church began 
to adopt Latin as its quasi-official tongue. 
This was understandable for many 
reasons. At that time and for nearly the 
next thousand years every literate person 
understood Latin. Civil and church 
business was conducted in Latin. It was 
therefore natural that the liturgy should 
be in Latin. 


At the time of the Council of Trent 
(mid-1500s) and for years after, use of 
local languages during the liturgy was 
considered ‘‘Protestant.’’ To suggest a 
greater openness to vernacular languages 
(as many did at Trent) was to become 
suspect of disloyalty or heresy. 


Even during these centuries, however, 


many languages — Armenian, Greek, 
German, Chinese, Mohawk Iroquois in 
the United States, and others — were 


officially approved from time to time. 


THE MOVE to return to local 
languages for our liturgy developed 
slowly over the past 100 years or so. The 
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rationale for that development has been 
explained by recent popes and, in several 
places, by the bishops of Vatican II. 


In that council’s Constitution on the 
Sacred Liturgy, the bishops expressed 
their desire to change those features that 
may have ‘‘crept in which are less 
harmonious with the intimate nature of 
the liturgy’? or that have grown less 
functional. 


Among these was the language itself. 
Texts and rites should be restored, they 
said, ‘‘so that they express more clearly 
the holy things which they signify. 
Christian people, as far as possible, 
should be able to understand them with 
ease, and take part in them fully, actively, 
as befits a community’’ (No. 21). 


CHRISTIANS ALWAYS insisted that 
their liturgical rites be in a language that 
conveys the reverence and mystery of 
what we celebrate. Experience proves that 
this can be accomplished with careful and 
dignified use of the language of the 
people. 

Barring another catastrophic rent in the 
Body of Christ like the Protestant 
Reformation, which may God forbid, it is 
not likely, I think, that we will not return 
to anything like a ‘‘universal language”’ 
in our liturgy for a long, long time.

“(WE FELT the 1938 movie, while 
popular and still being watched, didn’t 
give the correct idea of Boys Town in the 
80s. We don’t have orphans anymore; 
we work with ‘throw-away’ kids, victims 
of abuse and runaways. Boys Town is a 
second chance for many of them. We 
want to show that. We want to bring 
national attention to the plight of children 
who are victims of abuse and neglect.’”’ 


To do so, Boys Town had been 
considering for some time cooperating in 
a new movie about its work with 
youngsters. From time to time, producers 
and studios expressed an interest, but the 
idea never jelled until Larry White, a 
producer at Columbia Pictures showed 


up. 


“T felt it was something worth doing,”” 


Mr. White told me. ‘‘It’s a morality play 
and that’s something TV needs. Boys 
Town is a very positive influence and it 
should be shown. These children don’t 
have to be written off; they can be 
helped.”’ 


GETTING THAT message across is 
what. appeals to Father Val Peter, 
executive director of Boys Town. 


‘‘We hope to call attention to the plight 
of boys and girls who are in need of long- 
term care,’’ Father Peter said. ‘There 
are hundreds of thousands of kids in need 
of special care. People are good when it 
comes to responding in emergency 


situations, but some kids are not healed 
overnight. It can take years. I hope the 
movie will help people see this need and 
support such care wherever they see it 
being offered.”’ 


MR. CARNEY told the Boys Town 
Quarterly that he is playing the priest “as 


Got 
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a human being who loves kids, a warm- 
hearted guy, a regular fellow who’s been 
through the mill. I hope he comes across 
that way.” 


His antagonist in the story is played by 
Mr. Bannon, who starred for several 
seasons as the assistant editor on ‘‘Lou 
Grant.’’? Mr. Bannon’s priest is less 
warm-hearted, he told me. 


‘‘’m a younger priest who’s been 
trained in psychology and new 
techniques, but I don’t operate from the 
heart,’’ he said. ‘‘I’m more clinical, more 
into psychology than godliness or 
spirituality. I learn, though, to be a better 
priest from Carney, not to be so 
judgmental and to be more spiritual.” 


THE OBVIOUS question that arises 
is how much viewers will compare 
‘“Miracle of the Heart’’ with the classic 
Tracy-Rooney story about the founder of 
Boys Town who said, ‘“There’s no such 
thing as a bad boy.”’ 


-“Tt’s not the:same story so it’s not a 
remake,’’ Mr. White emphasized. 
‘‘There’s no comparison. Today is today 
and yesterday is yesterday.”’ 


Mr. Bannon is more realistic, saying, 
‘“‘Obviously, people will compare it. 
Tracy and Rooney were the best, but 
Carney is wonderful and Casey was very 
good. Some people will say it’s not as 
good, but, from what I’ve seen, I’m very 
pleased with it. It’s a nice story about 
people making contact and being helpful 
and loving. It’s nice to see positive role 
models instead of the rape and pillage we 
see so often on television. It’s about 
people making contact in a positive way, 
about the dedication of a man to making 
others’ lives better and making his own 
better as a result.”’ 

In keeping with the film’s title, Father 
Peter has a simple hope for the viewers: 
“If the movie touches their hearts, it will 
be great.”’ 
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“Il am The Resurrection and The Life; whoever 
believes in me, though he should die, will come to life; 
and whoever is alive and believes in me will never die.”
